Oovemment Will Train Women In 
Agricultural Pursuits 

"Britons are coming alow 1 7 to a 
realization of the coon try's 00040 ," 
declared the Hon. Walter Hume Loog_ 
president of the local government 
board. London, In addressing the In¬ 
augural of the Women s National 
Land Service Corps, which Intends to 
undertake agricultural work during 
the absence at the front or In the 
government employ of the men of the 
British Isles. 

Mr. Long declared that the govern¬ 
ment required cooperation of all 
classed, and heartily approved of the 
women's movement, which, he said, 
meant that women would now take 
even a larger share In the defence of 
the country. 

M We want soldiers," said Mr. Long. 
"The government means to have suf¬ 
ficient soldiers, end we are getting 
them. But we also want to keep the 
land cultivated and obtain a maxi¬ 
mum output, so that we may assist 
our overseas trade and our Imperial 
position. 

“There Is a wide field open for 
women’s activltiea. Women have 
proved themselves capable of work, 
which, before the war. they were 
thought unfitted to perform, end It 
la the farmers’ patriotic duty not to 
employ a single men who can be 
spared Sot s more Important oceu 
patlon." 

The government has announced Its 
Intention to employ s corps for the 
purpose of training womeu In agri¬ 
cultural pursuits.

Interesting Data Based on Report of 
the Minister of Education 
(Contributed by Norman F. Black. 

M.A., D.Paed. Regina) 

The rcceoUy published report of 
the baskatchewan education depart¬ 
ment for 1914 indicates that the aver¬ 
age ecu 00 ] year for the schools of the 
province consisted of. IKS teaching 
days and (hat the average Saskatche¬ 
wan school boy attended for loo days 
during the year. Tho aggregate sn- 
rollmcnt in the elementary schools 
amounted to 111.069. If thio number 
bo multiplied by the number of days 
lu the average school year tlSS) and 
divided intu the actual aggregate at¬ 
tendance (11,171,989) It will be seen 
that the actual attendance throughout 
the province was only slightly over 63 
per cent of what it would have been 
had nil the pupils enrolled attended 
every day that school was open That 
ni'-ana that out of every 100 See 
kaicbewan school children 47 are ab¬ 
sent on the average every school day 

According to the statistics quoted in 
"A Comparative Study of the Public 
School Systems, in the 48 Stales." 
prepared by the division of education 
in the Russell Sage foundation, no 
state in the American Republic has 
as low a percentage of attendance as 
Saskatchewan liad In 1914. The lowest 
Percentage In the United States oc 
curred In Mississippi (66.8). Oregon 
had an attendance of 87 8 per cent In 
1910 the average number of days at¬ 
tendance exceeded the Saskatchewan 
average of 100 days In twenty-nine 
states of the Amcrtcan Union In 
Rhode Island, New York.

MUCH-BOASTED GERMAN FLEET IS 

NOW THE DESPAIR OF THE HUNS 

-_ ♦ 

KAISERS AMBITION WILL NEVER BB REALIZED 


Hu|e Sums of Money Spent by Germany on Practically Lifeless 
Fortifications, Which Now Only Serve the Purpose of 
Protecting the Bottled Fleet in the Harbors 


IV*d T. Jans, a wall known British 
■aval historian, who died recently, 
was the writer of the following art¬ 
icle: 

Had we spent every mark In the 
anme way that you English spent 
every shilling, our fleet would be se 
big ee yours." 

So said to me a German naval of¬ 
ficer not long before the war. and 
be wae literally true. German nav¬ 
al eetlmatee have nominally never 
equalled British ones; but the sum 
total expended on ships sad coast 
defenses in the two countries wae 
for years about the same. 

The result, of course. Is different. 
Acting on a thousand years or ex¬ 
perience, we, who are a naval peo¬ 
ple first, and military afterward, put 
19 ahllllngs in the pound on ships, 
and the remainder on shore defenses 
at a few essential places. 

Our argument (Its exponents are 
known as the "Blue Water School") 
was. and Is. that If you have ships 
enough to preveot the enemy leaving 
harbor. It is waste of money to build 
forts to defend s coast which he can¬ 
not attack. We have, of course, cer¬ 
tain defenses at certain places, but 
these come mainly under the head 
of precautions against odd raiders 
who might chance to elude our block 
ade. 

The Oermans, on the other band, 
are prtmarlly soldiers. "8oidiers at 
sea." they used to be sailed, and the 
phrase Is correct. Roughly, their 
original policy can be summed up as 
follows: 

"We have only a very small coast 
line, and Its waters are shallow. It 
Is easily made Impregnable. We 
therefore, need no navy to speak of." 

This In Us day eras Quite correct. 
But presently there came a Ume 
when the German merchant marine 
expanded and the Kaiser—maybe 
fancying himself very much In the 
uniform of an honorary British ad¬ 
miral of the fleet—conceived naval 
ambitions. 

For aught I know, something one 
can read In any old navy Hat may 
also have started him off. The state¬ 
ment 1 speak of is in the alphabeti¬ 
cal ljst of names, snd two of these, 
one following the other, run: 

German, James L. H-, Fleet Pay¬ 
master. seniority, 6th November. 
1901 

German Emperor snd King of 
Prussia, His Imperial Majesty WU- 
tlam II. K O.. Q C.V.O.. Hon Admiral 
of the Fleet. Ind August. 1898. 

One can never tell, alphabet or no 
alphabet, how the “All Highest" 
would take the fact that common 
clay In the person of the editor of 
the Navy List put on top of Him an¬ 
other bit of common clay. There is 
no saying how far a blameless old 
8.P. (Fleet Paymaster) may. on ac¬ 
count of his godfathers and godmoth¬ 
ers having given him a name which 
alphabetically precedes W. have un¬ 
wittingly contributed to the present 
great war. 

I write this perfectly seriously 
have met the Kaiser snd spoken to 
film more than once. It was he who 
pointed out to me the thing quoted 
above He made no comment be¬ 
yond drawing my attention to the 
British Navy List. Then he laugh¬ 
ed that laugh which once beard Is 
never forgotten It was long ago. 
and In those days he was our dear 
friend. 

Be all this, however, as It may, 
the Kaiser himself conceived the Idea 
of a powerful German fleet and talk 
ed largely of "Our future Uee on the 
water " 

To his Intellectual credit may be 
placed the fact that be seems to nave 
been the first German to realise that 
In case of hostilities only warships 
could safeguard his growing mercant- 
tile marine on the high seas 

So far so good. But here the ee- 
eenttally military Idea of an impreg¬ 
nable base to work from obsessed 
both the Kaiser and his advissrs. and 
coincident with naval expansion they 
pro ce eded to spend millions of 
pounds In making Heligoland Into s 
fortress at least tenfold stronger than 
necessary and in blissful disregard 
of the fact which sailors have ever 
iwoognised that (save In exceptional 
circumstance* t ships cannot compete 
wRh forts. It to simpler to go e!so- 
where outside the range of fort guns. 

The Germans did manage to reobg- 
else this, so—having but a small 
front to the North Sea—they pro¬ 
ceeded to put still more and more 
gune along this front, until at pres¬ 
ent there arc rather more gun posi¬ 
tions than spaces In between. 

In theory these forts were secret. 
In practice it to about as easy to 
bulk! a secret fort of the German 
pattern (heavily armored turrets 
containing big guns which take a 
long time to Ax up) as K would be 
eecretly to build a big hotel In the 
centre of London. 

In front of these forts they placed 
"eecret mine fields”—about as secret 
as would be the ball porter at the 
hypothetical big hotel In question. 

The crowning absurdity was reach¬ 
ed with a secret submerged fort 
armed with torpedo tubes. One or 
two of these were installed off Cux- 
baven se a further protection to the 
Kiel Cenal. 

The exact location of them was. of 
course, known to everybody interest¬ 
ed In knowing. Any tourist could 
see this defense being placed I my¬ 
self watched one being got Into posi¬ 
tion Whether or no they are still 
there 1 do not know. But R really 
does not matter, for the simple rea¬ 
son that being fixed defenses any at¬ 
tacker would carefully keep dear of 


wests of 


every farthing an utter 
money. 

For there are two things which the 
Germane overlooked. Of these, the 
first to that If our fleet keeps the 
German dreadnoughts in the Kiel 
Canal, these German dreadnoughts 
might Just as well be there as under 
the water. They cannot do any mis¬ 
chief In either esse. 

And the second thing to that to 
build a lot of dreadnoughts Just to 
fie secure behind lnfpregneble foitl- 
Qcallous Is merely an expenditure In 
dreadnoughts suggestive of e lunatic 
asylum. Of what use the dread¬ 
noughts? 

Of course, the Germans trusted to 
e "Der Teg." when In one way and 
another they would by “attrition" 
have destroyed enough of our dread¬ 
noughts for theirs to be able to come 
out and offer battle. But here again 
was sheer fatuity—an assumption 
that Admiral Jellicoe and the British 
navy were born fools unable to think 
of precautions. 

However, tt to not for us to com¬ 
plain. Britannia rules the waves, 
and what the Kaiser's dreadnoughts 
dp behind his vast defenses matters 
to none of us so long as we keep 
them In and retain our heritage of 
the seas. That these ships could 
havt been nursed for a tiny frac¬ 
tion of the actual expenditure on 
that nursing, that the money spent 
on that protection would have pro¬ 
duced a fleet capable of meeting ours 
on numerically equal terms, to not 
our concern now. 

1 believe that when the end does 
come the German fleet will come out 
and that ita officers and men will do 
and die heroically. 

And somewhere at the bottom of 
the North See will be piled a mighty 
and ghastly monument of ships and 
men. a monument to the fool who 
could not understand that the mas¬ 
tery of the see can only be fought for 
on the see and only on the see out 
of range of all shore defenses. 

And as they die, the pluckiest of 
the Oerman sailors will learn to the 
full the meaning of the phrase, “The 
Kaiser's folly."

To Study Noxious Weeds 

Field Representatives to Meet Inspec¬ 
tors end Ceuncllmen of Sas¬ 
katchewan 

Hon. W. R Motherwell has arrang¬ 
ed for the appointment of six (laid re¬ 
presentatives of the weed snd seed 
branch of the Saskatchewan depart¬ 
ment of agriculture, who. during the 
summer months, will travsl over the 
province, meeting municipal weed In¬ 
spectors and councillors regarding 
the best methods for enforcement by 
municipalities of the provisions of 
the Noxious Weeds Act. Tht men 
who have been engaged for this work 
are Neil Gllmour, Moose Jaw; Wm. 
Thompson. Veregln; J. 8- Naylor, Ha- 
warden; and L. E. Kirk. T. M. Tullls 
and W. E Walker of 8aakatoon. 

While it la generally admitted that 
so long as the present methods of 
farming are continued, noxious weeds 
will be a serious problem. It to expect¬ 
ed that the Influence of these special 
representatives will bring about a sub¬ 
stantial improvement in agricultural 
methods and tenJencles. More meal- 
producing animals must be raised on 
grain farms If noxious weeds are to be 
controlled. This will mean fenced 
farms, smaller farms, a greater var¬ 
iety of crops and eurer returns. 


Seed Supplies For Special Gradss 

The establishing of special grades 
for seed of Red Fife and Marquis 
wheats, white oats and six-rowed 
barley at governemnt Interior ter 
mtnal elevators, which sre well 
equipped for cleaning and handling 
seed grains, has resulted In a sub¬ 
stantial supply of clean Marquis 
wheat of excellent quality, a lesser 
quantity of Red Fife wheat suit¬ 
able ror seeding, but not nearly 
enough oats snd barley to meet the 
demand for good clean seed Re¬ 
ports to hand Indicate that ship¬ 
pers who hold warehouse receipts 
for seed oats sre receiving ten to 
fifteen cents per bushel In advance 
of the trade price for commercial 
oats. The difficulty In securing an 
abundant supply of seed oats In 
these terminal elevators has been 
due to the prevalence of wild oats 
snd bailey as Impurities which pre¬ 
vents No. 2 Canada Western oats 
being accepted for seed. These seed 
grades sre available through the 
usual channels of commerce for 
grain. 


Lightning Rod Protection j Railway Mileage Increased 


nauranee Companies Appreciate Its 
Advantages te Rural Risks 

An Insurance authority, In speaking ] 
of the fire losses of April last, said; \ 
"Lightning has caused considerable 
loss during the month, especially 
throughout central and eastern On 
larto and Western Quebec. On the 
26th and 26 th of the month. 34 barns 
and nine dwellings were damaged in 
Ontario, and on the 87th, If buildings 
were struck la the province of Que¬ 
bec If an enquiry were made It would 
doubtless bs found that none of these 
buildings was rodded. When It la re¬ 
membered that lightning lose upon 
farm property la Ontario and Quebec 
costs the insurance companies well 
over 8400,000 a year and that losses 
not covered by insurance probably 
amount to an equal or even greater 
sum. it rooms strange that farmers do 
not more generally adopt so simple 
a means of protection as the lightning 
rod." 

Much has been said and written of 
recent years as to the value of light¬ 
ning rods as s means of fire protec¬ 
tion. This question hse especially In¬ 
terested insurance companies, who 
have to provide for the primary loos 
When, however, insurance officials 
make such statements as that quoted 
above. It to apparent that only a small 
part of the ultimate lose to borne by 
them Farmers, especially In eastern 
Canada, are paying this loss. True, 
the Insurance companies collect the 
money from a large number and pay 
It over to those who suffer from 
lightning, but the farmers pay the 
price, as well as the cost of making 
the collection. The heavy loss by 
lightning must be provided for 
through an Increased premium paid 
by farmers for Jhetr insurance. It to, 
therefore, advisable for those who 
must try this heavy charge to take 
precautions to protect property. 

The data collected by United States 
Farmers* mutual Ore Insurance com¬ 
panies demonstrated that lightning 
U one of the principal causes of Are 
In rural districts. 

Canadian farmers' mutual Insurance 
companies are also taking a great in¬ 
terest In lightning losses, and almost 
unanimously make a reduction In pre¬ 
mium on protected risks. 

In European countries, particutoily 
In France and Germany, all public 
buildings sre protected: school auth¬ 
orities insist upon lightning rods upon 
all school buildings. 

With a very heavy fire loss In Can¬ 
ada. at a time when such wastes 
should be reduced to the mlolpium, 
some action should be taken to pro¬ 
tect rural property against this des¬ 
tructive element. 


Bird Protection in Canada 

Splendid Educational Work of tho 

Canadian Society for tho Promo¬ 
tion of Birds 

In past yean, one of the greatest 
obstacle* encountered In the effort to 
secure proper protection for the wild 
life of Canada haa been the lack of 
atrong, organized endeavor, Independ¬ 
ent of official connection. The work 
of the Canadian Society for the Pro¬ 
tection of Birds, Incorporated In 1916, 
promises In large measure, to remedy 
this difficulty. The objects of this 
society, elated generally, are as fol¬ 
lows: 

(a) To Instruct ths public regarding 
the Importance of protecting bird life 
in the Interests qf the country by hold¬ 
ing meetings, l&tgrers and exhibf- 
Ilona 

(b) To publish and distribute liter¬ 
ature relating to birds, and cooper¬ 
ate with the (pderal and provincial 
governments and regularly organized 
nature) history societies throughout 
Canhda In this respect; also to ac¬ 
quire and maintain a library. 

(c) To secure legislation In behair 
of bird protection In addition to ex¬ 
isting legislation and to assist In en¬ 
forcing the same. 

(d) To forward the study of migra¬ 
tion and all other matters relating 
to the nature of birds. 

From the foregoing It will be seen 
that the work of this society Is main¬ 
ly educational. It haa already organ¬ 
ized and undertaken a thorough-going 
campaign for the promotion of nature 
study In Canadian schools. The con¬ 
centration of effort In this direction 
will, it is hoped. Inculcate In the 
minds of the rising generation a deep¬ 
er and fuller appreciation of the 
values, both material and sentimental, 
which attack to bird life than has 
characterised the Canadian people 
heretofore. 


j Report Presented at Ottawa for Year 
Ending June 30 Last 

The operating mileage of Canadian 
railways during ths statistical year 
ended June SO last Increased by 4.787 
mllas, although etoven months of the 
year were Included in the war period 
The mileage now stands at 38.682. 

The statistical report of the de¬ 
partment of railways, prepared by 
Mr John Lambert Payne, comptrol 
ler, wae tabled In the house of com¬ 
mons by the Hon. J. D. Reid, acting 
minister. 

It shows mileage increases In all 
provinces except Prince Edward 
Island, ths heaviest Increases being 
1.800 miles In Ontario^ where the 
mileage to now 10,703. 

Approximately 1.600 miles were un¬ 
der construction, apart from surveys 
and projections, when the year end¬ 
ed. Including double tracks, yard 
tracks, sidings, sic., the total of all 
tracks In Canada comes to 48.888. 

Railway capitalisation Increased by 
888,990.127. bringing the total up to 
$1,878J10.888, Including stocks. $847.- 
801 . 101 ; consolidated debenture stock 
(C.P.R.) $178,284,882; bonds. $861,- 

724.908. 

There are also outstanding against 
lines under construction, slocks 
amounting to $29,267,600 and bonds 
of 882.224.004. 

Stock dividends In 1916 were 832. 
341.337, an Increase of nineteen mil 
lions. 

Lines owned and operated by the 
government, and which are not cap¬ 
italized. are covered In the report 
under a statement of cost amounting 
to 8293.642,201. 

Cash subsidies given during the 
year amounted to 86,069.284. of 
which the Dominion contributed 84. 
644,664. bringing the total up to $238.- 
831.924. Total authorized guaran 
tees by the Dominion amounted to 
8188.966.083, and from all sources to 
$409,869,166. 

There was a decrease of 380 246 In 
the number of passengers and 14, 
189,161 In the tons of freight carried. 
The average haul was 212 miles, 
which to the longest In any country. 
Mine products led In the various 
classes of freight, with agricultural 
products second. 

Gross earnings fail from $243,083.- 
639 to $199,843,072. a decline of 17.8 
per cent, due to the dividend condi¬ 
tions created by the war and fol¬ 
lowing a sustained upward movement 
in traffic and revenue. 

Operating expenses also decreased 
by $31,244,189. Ths number of em¬ 
ployees was reduced by 36.000. while, 
though there was no reduction in 
the average rates of remuneration, 
the total salaries and wages bill de¬ 
clined from $111,762,972 to $90,216, 
787.

She did not visualize a long w 
She had no comprehension of how 
the country and Its people would 
react to a long and increasingly 
stringent blockade. The war-wear 
lneas which bKes deeply Into every 
heart grows intolerable to German 
people who eat no meal that has not 
Its seasoning of an enemy's sea su¬ 
premacy. If the face of the war 
bears s double look at us, it stems 
equally so to a people wbo have been 
encouraged for so long with the 
promise of speedy victory Only the 
irresponsible have held out that hope 
to the allies. When we tend to look 
askance upon a war of attrition. It 
Is well to remember that If Napoleon 
was not beaten by it, he was not 
beaten without it. When the enemy 
makes a new advance, we must 
not take It to mean that be has still 
a p re pondering force. It Is his bust 
ness to produce the illusion of vic- 
! tory; it to ours to win it—London Na- 
I tlon.

CRUEL TREATMENT IS ACCORDED 
WAR PRISONERS IN GERMANY 

SAVAGE DOGS EMPLOYED TO TERRORIZE VICTIMS 


Releued Medical Officers Brinf Harrowing Tales oi the Cruelty 
Of the Fiendish Huns to Prisoners Held in the Witten¬ 
berg Camp, and Particulars of Sufferings Endured 


The government committee on the 
treatment In Germany of British pris¬ 
oners of war. of which ths Hon. Mr. 
Justice Younger Is chairman, haa Is 
sued a report on the conditions pre¬ 
vailing In the Wittenberg camp dur¬ 
ing the typhus epidemic of last year. 

The report is baaed on Information 
from repatriated prisoners, and es¬ 
pecially from Major Priestley. Captain 
Vidal and Captain Lauder, of the army 
medical corps, who were sent to the 
camp shortly after the outbreak of 
the epidemic, and wbo were recently 
released from Germany. The three 
officers named are the only survivors 
of six British doctors sent to the 
Wlttemberg camp by the Germans "to 
take up," says the report, “the place 
of duty abandoned by their own medi¬ 
cal staff when the presence of typhus 
manifested Itself." 

The records of the epidemic kept by 
the British officers were taken from 
them before their departure from Ger¬ 
many. but the report gives in detail 
the condition of the camp and the 
treatment of prisoners and patients, 
which the Unked Stales ambassador. 
James W. Gerard, in hia report la*t 
November, said was "even more un¬ 
favorable then I had been led to ex¬ 
pect."

Invention of the Telephone 

Brantford Clalmyfo bo tha Blnhataca 
of Telephone 

Bam Slick* perpetual reminder of 
the pronen4ee of New Englanders to 
declare Ulat the steamboat, the rail¬ 
way, the electric telegraph, and every¬ 
thing else worth noticing were Invit¬ 
ed In New England by Yankees la sug¬ 
gested In the celebration ef the birth 
of the telephone In Boston. At 109 
Court street a commemorating tablet 
haa been placed bearing the following 
Inscription: 

"Here the telephone was born June 
1. 1875. The Bostonian Society and 
the New England Telephone and 
Telegraph Company placed this tablet 
March 10. 1118." 

Aa the erty of Brentford Is prepar¬ 
ing to celebrate the birth of the tele¬ 
phone In that city, thla claim by the 
Intellectual Capital of the United 
States shoud not be allowed to pass 
unchallenged. According to thte quot¬ 
ation from the evidence of the Inven¬ 
tor, Alexander Graham Bell, given In 
the government telephone suit, and 
by him forwarded to Mr T. H. Preatoo 
of the Brantford Expositor, the claim 
of Brantford antedate# that of Boston 
by a year: 

M A long series of experiments were 
made at-Tutela Heights, Brantford, 
during the summer of 1874 with a hu¬ 
man ear taken from a dead subject. 
Upon speaking Into the ear the little 
bones attached to the membrane were 
seen to be In vibration, and tracings of 
these vibrations were obtained upon 
smoked glass, showing the forms of 
vibration characteristic of tbs ele¬ 
ments of speech. 

“The experiments with the ear sug¬ 
gested converting the harp telephone 
into a membrane speaking telephone 
modelled after the human ear by at¬ 
taching one of the reeds of the harp 
telephone to a stretched maxsffrane. 
thus forcing tt*to copy the movements 
of the air during the utterance of a 
sound. This culminated In the Inven¬ 
tion In Brantford In 1874 of what ie 
now known aa The telephone/ but 
which was then more properly called 
The electric speaking telephone,' to 
distinguish k from previously exist¬ 
ing telephones which were not elec¬ 
tric or did not speak " 

According to the inventor the tele¬ 
phone waa devised In Brantford In 
1874 and made In Boston In 1876 This 
fully entitled Brantford to her name 
Telephone City There the Idea waa 
conceived and the experiments made 
which resulted In the perfecting of 
the Instruments and the flrat electrical 
transmission of the human voice In 
Boeton one year iater—Toronto 
Globe. 


FLORENCE WARDEN 


Male Teachers In Rural Districts Arw 
Becoming Scares 

Half a century ago a female teacher 
In charge of a country school was a 
rarity; now seven or eight out of tea 
rural i-achers are women. Without, 
expressing any opinion as to the ad¬ 
vantages or disadvantages Of thla 
widespread replacement, it Is quite 
proper to inquire how It has beea 
automatically effected. It has beea 
due not to any deliberate exercise o£ 
authority, but to the irresistible oper¬ 
ation of economic forces that should 
be discoverable If they have not beea 
Uready disclosed. 

There can hardly be any doubt la 
the mind of those engaged In the 
profeasional administration of our 
educational system that In rural 
schools one of the promoting causea 
of the substitution of women for mea 
haa been the fact that it Is always 
difficult and often quite Impracticable 
for a teacher who Is a married man t» 
secure a suitable house In which to 
keep hia family. In order that he 
may be In a position to do this ha 
gives up work be likes, chooses some- 
other less Important calling, and grav- 
itates to the country village, where bw 
can find a home for his wlfs and 
children. 

In order to check the operation ot 
the great disturbing forces st work 
and restore some good men to tha 
teaching profession in rural schools* 
the National Lumber Manufacturers*' 
Association has proposed, as a social 
service scheme, to build s homo for 
every rursl school teacher In tha 
United States. This proposal, tbua 
baldly stated, msy safely be pro¬ 
nounced chimerical, but It might eas¬ 
ily prove to have enough of force iis 
It to make a good beginning of a re¬ 
form which could be carried on and 
out indefinitely Into widespread re¬ 
gions of Canada as well as the United 
States. 

The most potent esuse of Inefficien¬ 
cy In the rural schools Is t|ie frequent 
changes of teachers The great maj¬ 
ority of the young women in charga 
of them paaa from one section to an¬ 
other every year. They do not luy 
long enough In one school to becoma 
acquainted with their pupils, and 
many of them make no attempt to con¬ 
fer with the parents shout the needs, 
wants, capacities and character of tha 
children. A change or some sort la 
needed If the outlay by the ratepay¬ 
ers on public school education Is not 
to remain as It Is now. largely wasted 
through rsmedlable defects In the sys¬ 
tem—Toronto Globe 


Boms Precepts Adopted for the Boy 
Scout Movement 

A Scoutmaster once told me that 
one of his chief alms was “to bring 
hoys Into the presence of Ood/* 

You can never bring boys into the 
presence of God, because they are la 
that presence always. 

This la one of the first things to 
remember when considering religion 
for boys. 

Our Scouting Is “Scouting for Boys,"* 
and when we are talking about the 
directly religious side of our work, we 
must remember It la rdliglon for boys 
ws are speaking about, and not the 
religion of older people, which they 
so often think boys out to have. 

It Is almost too old n saying, “n 
boy is essentially a religious being." 
but It is wtll U> remember that true 
religion Is something that comes out 
of the boy*s own heart. 

We can, however, help the boys to 
realise the presence of Ood. There la 
nature study, for example, and the re¬ 
velation of God through human being* 
and the power to fealat sin. Every 
boy knows he haa tome power of this 
kind, but he may not' realise It Is the 
power of God. 

Help your boys to realise the need 
of God, that He Is absolutely neces¬ 
sary for the carrying on of their 
troop. Take the Scout promise, and 
the Scout lew as absolute bests of 
the Scout movement. Mold these up 
aa the bigheet ideal to your Seouts. 
and let them realise their Import¬ 
ance Then you will find the boys 
understand the need of the presence 
and the help of God. They will. In 
fact, gradually begin to understand 
the Christ Ideal. 

When you try to climb the highest 
mountain you need a rope to help 
you. and. aa Scouts, when we are try¬ 
ing to climb to the highest ideals, we 
must have the help of God. The boys 
will understand that If you have 
your court of honor and apeak frank¬ 
ly on the ten Scout laws, the demand 
for the highest and strongest will 
come from the boys themselves 

The "Scouts Own" must be the re¬ 
sult of the boys' religion and their 
desire for help. You must not have 
one to force religion on the boys. 

Thsre Is a great battlefield of sin 
la which our boys must take their 
part, and you will find hoys who are 
reedy to take their part In thla bat¬ 
tle. and who will go down on their 
knees to ask for help and to thank 
God because their troop Is doing well. 

In the great war with Germany I am 
certain we are going to win. I cannot 
tell yon why 1 em cretaln, but w« all 
feel it. and perhaps the reason Is that 
we are all determined to endure to 
the end. 

We believe that our nation has a 
reserve of strength that will enable 
us to get up again and again, no mat¬ 
ter how often we may be knockeu 
down. It la Just the aame with Shouts 
end the power of Ood. When our 
Scouts seem down, or our troops 
seem down, we have always this won¬ 
derful power to lift them and us up 
again. 

God will never fall us. When our 
boys realise there la a power which 
will keep them falthfnl to the end. 
It Ip a tremendous encouragement, 
but it Is for us. who are officers of 
this groat movement, to load the way. 


Proportion of High School Pupils to 
Public School Pupils in Saa- 
katchawan 

(Contributed by Norman V. Black. 

M.A., D Paod., Regina) 

In his report for 1914 the minister of 
education stale* that 2.943 pupils do¬ 
ing high school work were enrolled In 
the public schools of the province end 
2.916 In the high schools and collegl 
ate institutes. The total number of 
students above Grade 8 was therefore 
6,769—the number enrolled In Grades 
1 to 8 was 106.216. That la to say. 
for every 1.000 pupils In these grades 
there were in Saskat c hewan 63 pup¬ 
ils doing more advanced work. Thla 
proportion la below that of 27 States 
In the American Union, according to 
the statistics of 1910. In theae 27 
Stale* there were from 66 to 116 high 
school pupils for every 1,000 pupils 
enrolled In the elementary schools. 

A chief cause for the relatively 
email proportion of Saskatchewan 
school children that are receiving a 
secondary education la irregular at¬ 
tendance In the elementary gradoa. 
This results In such slow progfeaa 
that the children reach the age limit 
for compulsory education whilst still 
In Junior clasaea and drop out ot 
school.

Many Former Boy Scouts and Scout¬ 
masters Who Havo Fallon at tho 
Front 

Our brotherhood has sustained very 
hbavy losses during tha year. Of our 
commissioners, not leas than 336 are 
oh service, and of these, seven have 
fallen in action. 

We have between 26,00<LjgPd 30.- 
000 of our members serving with the 
oolors. These generally have woo a 
most gratifying name for the military 
value of the Scouta’ training, as well 
as individual honor for themselves 
(Including one V.C.); but It Is only 
natural that out of such a fores we 
should have to deplore the loss of a 
vary large number of proposing young 
comrades. They havo, however, done 
well. Their sacrifice Is not thrown 
away. Their splendid example has 
set a standard for others to follow, 
and Is vitalising a living memorial 
to themselves In the form of an effic¬ 
ient, duty-hound, young citlxenhood. 

The actual looses among our Scout¬ 
masters have been exceedingly heavy, 
and It Is this that threatens the move 
ment with a serious set-back after 
the war. unless ws taks adequate 
steps to discount It 
On the other band. I feel that won¬ 
derful poesibllltlee lie before us If we 
only put ourselves in position to deal 
with them. 

But what ws shall need moat will be 
a supply of good officers directly 
peace Is proclaimed. 

To this end we are already enlisting 
thv interests of a number of sympath¬ 
isers by making them honorary assoc 
lalen of tht movement, under the title 
of "Old Scouts." In the hope that they 
may help us to fill our gaps We have 
been fortunate enough to secure the 
services of 111 gentlemen to act in 
the place of commissioners absent on 
service, and a goodly number of Scout¬ 
masters have Joined ua

Costs Toe Much to Operate a Train at 
a Higher Speed Than at 
# , Present 

Impatient travellers may have won¬ 
dered why train speeds have not ac¬ 
celerated appreciably in Urn past few 
years, despite the advent of electric 
traction and the prophecies of speeds 
cf 100, 200, perhaps 300 miles an hour, 
in this, however, they will be disap¬ 
pointed, according to a contributor 
to "Railway and Locomotive En¬ 
gineering.’ who declares that speeds 
greater than those of our day will 
never be realised for ordinary train- 
service. for the simple but aufflcteo. 
reason that they cost too much. 

Thera is no question about the fact 
that greater power can be concentrat¬ 
ed In an electric locomotive than in 
one operated by steam, but It does 
not follow that railroad companies 
will accelerate the speed of their 
trains because they have convenient¬ 
ly the power necessary to do so. 
Within one decade after the locomo¬ 
tive first began hauling regular trains 
the world waa Informed that the 
speed of one hundred miles an hour 
would be achieved by railway trains 
in ths near future. When years 
cUpeed and the 100-mllee an hour 
velocity was not achieved, people In¬ 
terested put down a mile a minute, 
or 60 miles an hour, as the common 
speed of coming railway operating, 
hut even that pace never became 
common but was attained fpr short 
distances on particular trains. 

Ever since the steam locomotive 
was developed to approach to pre¬ 
sent capacity It has been practicable 
to run light trains at speeds approxi¬ 
mating the mlle-a minute pace, but 
that speed has been rarely Indulged 
In. Those familiar with fast-train 
operating are aware that effecting 
hlgh-traln speed is expensive to rail¬ 
way companies and tha. the people 
enjoying the luxury are not Inclined 
to pay for uie aame expense Incurred 
It may be affirmed without fear of 
■ucceasful contradiction that all the 
luxury trains run at speeds over fifty 
miles an hour have been sources or 
loss to the companies operating them. 


Smutty Wheat 


Children to be Potato Growers 
Compulsory potato growing la part 
of the plan for the Boys' and Girls* 
club, run under the auspices of tbe 
extension department of the Mani¬ 
toba Agricultural college, tor this 
summer Tbe 10.900 members will 
plant from one-eixteenth to one-eighth 
of an acre to potatoes It Is expected 
that they will plant altogether about 
1,000 acres In "spuds." and that they 
produce about 200.000 bushels valued 
at 1160.000. The reason potato grow¬ 
ing In made compulsory is because 
there Is Uksly to be n decreaseu 
acreage thla year. Tbe club has an 
annual garden competition, and 
prizes are awarded. Winnipeg mer¬ 
chants have added extra prises for 
this year. Each member of the club 
wtll receive a package of California 
poppy seed from the government to 
help beautify the country Eggs of 
bred-to-Iay strains are said to be 
difficult for ths club members to se¬ 
cure. 


Records Shew Farmers Lose Much Be¬ 
cause of the Smut 
There was Inspected at Winnipeg 
during the months of September. 
October. November and December. 

1915. 2/169,600 bushels of smutty 
wheat. Tbe great bulk of thla wheat 
would have graded No. 1 Northern 
bad It not been smutty. Tbe aver¬ 
age price of No. 1 Northern for the 
four months named was Jim, about 
8102 a bushel; the average deduc¬ 
tion for smut was 8c a bushel, but. 
In view of the fact that all of the 
smutty wheat would not have grad¬ 
ed No 1 Northern, the reduction In 
price has been placed at 7c On 
the amount Inspected as smutty, 
this shows a loss of I168.86S. but 
this by no mean* covers tbe entire 
loss; It only shows the loss In price 
on the wheat marketed, and makes 
no allowance for the loss In yield 
where smut took ths place of good 
wheat In the heads; It takes no ac¬ 
count of the loss on oats and bar¬ 
ley, which was extremely heavy al¬ 
so. J. H Grisdale, director-general 
of tbe experimental farms of Can¬ 
ada, estimated tbe loss by smut In 
the whole of Canada in 1914 at |16.- 
0 O 0 000 and in view of the greatly 
Increased acreage In tbe west In 

1916. It Is probable that ths lots 
through smut vary greatly exceeded 
816.000.000 for the whole of Can¬ 
ada In 1916. 


Statistics of Firs Losses 
At the recent annual meeting of the 
commission of conservation a resolu¬ 
tion was passed requesting the var¬ 
ious provincial govennenta to taks 
steps to secure complete reports of 
all losses from fires occurring within 
their boundaries, and the extent. If 
any, to which the property was In¬ 
sured.

Bertln msy realise that the war is 
lost already In the sense that It can 
never be won. Berlin may see all the 
rest that lies ahead In the way of 
failure, defeat and retribution. But 
Germany la not yet In the position. It 
may be many months before she is 
placed In the position, where the al¬ 
lies can compel upon her such terms 
as to the present and such conditions 
aa to the future which they mean to 
compel upon Germany before they 
shall ever be willing to negotiate the 
dose of the war This situation, in 
truth, might be summed up aa one 
where Germany wants to stop now 
but cannot; the allies will not.—New 
York Press

The figures are based upon reports 
from the department's field agents.

Britain’s Over-Age Army 

War Office Accepted gervloee of 
Home Guard at Last 
Britain's "over age" army—260,000 
men between the ages of 46 snd Jttr 
who uniformed and equipped tApm- 
selvee out of their own pockets and 
for months paet have been drilling, 
nlarchlng and digging trenches—has 
been officially accepted by the gov¬ 
ernment for home defence and Is 
henceforth to be considered a portion 
of the king's forces. 

The volunteers, who not being of¬ 
ficially recognised were not allowed 
to wear kbakl and so clad themselves 
In gray field uniforms not very dif¬ 
ferent In color from those of the Oer- 
man army, are delighted that-at last 
the war office bis admitted that 
even if they are grey beards they are 
hard as nails and fit to fight 
They are now to be allotted to de¬ 
finite stations In the scheme of home 
defence In case of attempted inva¬ 
sion, thus relieving regular troops 
and setting them free for service 
abroad. 

The volunteers’ ability to do any 
kind of work entrusted to them Is 
shown by the duties they have al¬ 
ready discharged at their own cost 
and risk, to the fuiJ satisfaction of 
the military authorities. 

They have spent week ends for 
months past In digging trenches on 
the -outer London defences, several 
thousands being so engaged each 
week.

A limited 
area of well-prepared land sown with 
clean seed will be more profitable 
than a large area of badly-prepared 
land on which dirty seed Is used. 

Well-prepared land means: (a) a 
good summerfallow, <b) first year 
stubble after summerfallow properly 
burned, well cultivated, sown and 
then harrowed, (c) other stubble land 
burned If possible, well ploughed, 
then packed, harrowed and seeded, 
and then packed again or rolled and 
harrowed. 

For the new settler or the man with 
new breaking done before May 26 or 
28, flax offers an opportunity for 
money-making this year on this land 
such as It not possible with any other 
crop. Break about throe inches deep, 
dlec as noon as ,->ken, and so fill all 
openings and spaces between the fur¬ 
rows. and conserve moisture as well 
as make a solid seed bed. Sow seed 
carefully before the first of June, at 
the rate of 30 to 40 pounds per acre.

Selecting Eggs For Hatching 
Select eggs from only the best bans 
In the fiock. 

Eggs for hatching should not 
weigh lens than two nor more than 
two and one-half ounces. They should 
not be washed, ss this lowers their 
vitality. 

The eggs should be gathered two 
or three times daily and placed in a 
dry place where the temperature ie 
below 70 degrees F. 

Keep the eggs on their sides and 
turn twice dally before putting them 
Into the Incubator or under the hen. 

Avoid eggs that have transparent 
■holla or a roughed appearance; long, 
pointed or short rounded egge should 
oot be used. 

Use eggs uniform In else, as they 
absorb the heat to a belter advantage. 
Hold no eggs for hatching purposes 
longer than two weeks before putting 
them Into the incubator or under the 
hen

Hungary Dragged Into the War at the 
Heels of Austria 

Of course there la no reason oo 
earth why the people of Hungary 
should be at war with the British em¬ 
pire. They have no grievance against 
Britain, nor had the British nation any 
quarrel with the Hungarians. 

Hungary was dragged into the war 
at the heels of Austria. The war lords 
of the central empire bad spoken. The 
peasants of Hungary had no choice 
nor say in the matter. So their fer¬ 
tile lands, or the fertile lands of their 
corporate rulers, are deserted, save 
for the old men and the womenfolk 
and infants; and the battlefields of 
Poland and Serbia and Uallcia are 
strewn with the shattered manhood 
of Hungary.
